Cuicaco, III., July 7. — We have now got to 
the point in this desperate and lawiess fight 
against the United States Government where 
no train can come in or go out of Chicago un- 
less under the protection of armed autbor- 
ity. Only two roads are making any pretense 
ofoperating. They are the Northwestern 
and Chicago, Milwaukee & &t. Paul Roads. 
Troops are not guarding trains on these 
lines, but hundreds of special officers and 
United states Marsbalsare trying to protect 
thetrains. I hope Iam the last person to 
advocate force in the settlement of such 
troubles, Dut we have reache’ the point 
where none but violent measures can pro- 
duce a better condition of affairs.

Not less than twenty of the mob were hit 
by Springfield bullets. Two men were killed 
outright, six ‘or eight were 30 des- 
perately wounded that they may 
die, others received bullet or © bay- 
onet wounds of less severity. Just 
how many of the rioters received injuries 
nobody can tell. Many of the wounded were 
dragged away by their comrades and hidden. 
Neither the police nor soldiers dared follow 
them. 

The firlag party was composed of thirty - 
four men of Company C, 24 Regiment, under 
Capt. Kelly, They had been protecting a 
Grand Trunk wrecking train when a mod 
was encountered n force between Forty- 
seventh and Forty-ninth streets. The 
soldiers were attacked with stones and 
several had been wounded when 
the command to fre was given. That 
the death list is not greater is a miracle. 
The mob stood up under the fire, advanced 
and drove the company off the grounds. The 
police held their ground, were desperately 
attacked, and beat the rioters, 

The fight occurred at the intersection of 
Forty-ninth street and the Grand Trau 
‘tracks, a locality which has always had an 
evil name and which can produce any day 
two toughs for every square yard 
of territory within a radius of 
a half a mile. Serious trouble 
was expected here early this morning. Be- 
fore 9 o*clock in the morning a mob bad 
gathered and made threats of burning the 
Grand Trunk round-house, Aid was asked 
from the authorities and Co. O of the Second 
Infantry, 88 strong, commanded by Capt. I. 
I. Mair, was hurried to the spot. 


BEGINNISG OF THE CONFLICT. 

It was a small boy who threw the stone 
just before the first shot was fired. It was 
not the first one, however, dy several hun- 
dread. The wrecking train had deen 
the target for hundreds of missiles 
of every sort since its work Degan, several 
of the police officers and militia had been 
struck, and the order was at last given to 
return the fire at the next serious volley of 
stones. 

It was not long coming. The engine and 
wrecked car was moving slowly west 
along the track when a crowd was 
seen pressing on the troops. It was at 
the crossing where a car had been fired and 
another derailed a short time before. 

Many women were seen inthe front ranks 
ofthe gathering mob. Their talk was wild 
intheextreme. They suddenly vanished as 
if by order from leaders of the rioters and 
the small boy element fied. 

Some ofthe men retired to ambush. Eri- 
dently an attack was planned. The engine 
slowed up as a preparatory move toward the 
work of putting the derailed box car on the 
track. Several stones and sticks were 
thrown, but they fell short. 

Then the fatal missile struck the cab of the 
engine and rebounding, struck a policeman. 
He fired instantly point blank at the mob. 
The rioters broke and ran tothe cover of the 
shees and stables in the alley between Loom- 
is and Bishop streets. Others ran into near- 
by saloons, and many fied precipitately. 

The next instant a shot came from one of 
the sheds, and with it ashower of stones. 
The police answered with shots, which were 
returned by the rioters in ambush. 

THE FATAL VOLLEY. 

The militia waited dut au instant for the 
fatal command to fire. M came: Make 
ready, aim, Are. 

It was a straggling volley. Some of the 
shots went wild. Others which followea 
were better aimed, They riddled the fences, 
sheds and bulidings. 

A half-dozen men were struck by bullets. 
Some ran screaming down the street. Three 
lay prostrate in the alley from which the 
stones Came. 

Frog), 000 throats shrieks of mingled terror 
and tiny went up. Fear was unknown in 
the moments that followed. Nothing but 
the second and third volleys promptly fired 
saved the little band of soldiers from total 
annibiilation. 

DESPERATE FRENZY OF THE MOB. 

Like tigers the leaders of the mob ieft am- 
bush and threw themselves before the bayo- 
nets of the rifies, while the shots still came 
asfastas the men could load. The police 
had emptied their revolvers and were re- 
loading. 

A wire-net fence ran along the right of 
way. This helped the mob and hindered the 
soldiers and officers.

The police list of the wounded contains 
only those who were taken to hospitals or 
whose names were given in by doctors. It is 
probable that fifty others are hidden away in 
the back rooms ofa district where none Dut 
residents are safe. 

THE RIOTERS WERE NOT STRIKERS. 
There were few Americans in the mob. 
They were Poles, Slavs and Bohemians, The 
men were rioters, not strikers. From what 
could be learned on the spot not one man 
in 100 had any connection with the railroads 
or any grievance against them. The police 
say that the district is one where the whole 
population is arrayed against law and order 
in any form. These are the people the 
troops fired upon. It is the contention of 
the mob that only the boys threw stones. 
Most of the rocks that littered the roadway 
weighed two pounds and no boy 6 have 
thrown them far. 

It is evident that many a trooper fred 
mercifully high, but itis also evident that 
they fired with little aim. Many a frame 
house in the district Basa rifie ballet hole 
through its second story and that no one 
was killed in the rooms is a wonder. The 
ball which struck Mrs. Singer glanced from 
atree. Many other ballets show in places 
which speak ill for the regiment’s aim. 
TAKES PRISONERS. 

At Forty-ninth street and Ashland avenue 
there stands a frame saloon. Many of those 
who threw rocksat the police and troops 
and attempted to withstand the charge took 
refuge there. Taking a detachment of Co, 
F, Capt. Kelly went to the spot. 
He threw a cordon of troops around 
the saloon and arrested every man in the 
place. Most of them were armed. Bringing 
out his prisoners he inclosed them in a 
square of his men and marched them down 
the tracks to Loomis street. Here the wagon 
was called fromthe stock Yards Station and 
the men were sent to the lock-up guarded by 
the police and.two troopers. Later in the 
evening Capt. Kelly and his men had another 
brush with the rioterg. Kelly was stationed 
at the Grand Trunk tracks on Ashland ave- 
nue. 
As Garkness came great crowds gathered 
about this crossing. Every man of them 
wore a bedragyled white ribbon and the most 
of them had a very ugly aspect. They taunt- | 
ed and jeered at the soldiers, and one ‘young 
tough threwa stone at a sentry.

The Marshal drew his revolver and was in 
the fight which followed a few minutes later 
when Capt. O’Nell with twenty-fve men 
arrived from the stock yards. Capt. O' Neil 
ordered his men to shoot and the second dat - 
the commenced. 

It was brief. The presence of re-enforce- 
ments held the mob in check only a moment. 
Tearing up cobble stones they made a deter- 
mined charge. The situation was too dan- 
gerous for further temporizing. 

OPENED FIRE. 

The word was passed along the line for 
each officer to take care of himself. One by 
one, as occasion demanded, they fired point 
blank into the crowd. 

After afew shots the crowd wavered and 
then beat a hasty retreat after replying to 
the shots with a shower of stones. Several 
Gisabied rioters lay on the ground. The po- 
lice followed with their clubs. A wire fence 
meloses the track. The rioters had forgotten 
it. When they turned to y they were 
caught in a trap. The police were not in- 
clined to be merciful, and, driving the mop 
&gainst tne barb wires, clubbed it un. 
mercifully. The crowd got away as best it 
could. iThen O'Neil and his men went west 
on Forty-ninth street and Keleher went east. 
As they went they knocked the rioters right 
and left. The crowd outside of the fence 
rallied to the assistance of the rioters, being 
driven by the police. The shower of stones 
wos incessant. : 

At Frasier and -Forty-ninth streets is a sa- 
loon kept by Max Prija, He is said to de an 
Anaretiist. “Fleeing strikers rushed into this 
Saloon. Neil and his men followed them. 
As the police neared the saloon win 
dow in neighboring houses were thrown 
open and shots were fred. They flew 
too high. ‘The police returned the fre and 
broke open the door of the saloon. They 
were greeted with a shower of stones and 
billiard balls. The officers forced the rioters 
up Stairs, sparing only old men and women, 
Rioters jumped from the windows. Every- 
body in the crowd except the bartender was 
driven into the street and for blocks in all

A MOB OF 5,000. 

When we had reached Forty-ninth and 
Loomis streets there were at least 6,000 men, 
women and: children surroundiag us. Most 
of the meh were armed and such as were not, 
including women and children, had large 
stones and other missiles to throw at as. The 
mob surrounded us for two or three blocks 
and we were lu the center of a hollow square. 
Suddenly there was a concerted move- 
ment of the crowd and rocks, sticks and 
pieces of iron and brick came upon us in a 
perfect shower. These Were accompanied 
by occasional) shouts and the vilest and most 
threatening lauguage possibile to use.

PRIVATE ROBERTS’ STORY. 

Private Roberts of Co. C, who was attend- 
ine Lieut. Reed, told the following story of 
the gut: We were in charge of three 
police officers who met our company at 


Eighty-third street:and Vincennes road. We 
went over to Forty-ninth street fand Ashland 
avenue to guard the right oi way of the 
Grand Trunk Road and givethe company a 
chance to clearaway the wreckage of the 
night before. The wreckingtrain with two 
coaches was standing on the track and the 
wrecking crew were trying to lift the block- 
ade and ull day long strikers assembled in 
small mobs and jeered the men. In the 
afternoon they began to get restiess and 
commenced to pelt us with stones.

The conference 
was not a long one, but at times it was heat- 

2 Mayor Hopkins claimed the federal 
troops had caused all the trouble that had so 
far occurred, „What have the regulars 
gone since they came here, he asked of Mr. 
Egan, except to see chat nogmall cars were 
stolen. This provoked the sident of the 
General Managers Association to wrath and 
same angry words followed, but what they 
were those present refused to divulge. 

After the conference Mayor Hopkins said: 
„ have no right tocallon the Federal Gov- 
ernment for aid. Gov. Altgeld must do that. 
I must protect the eity from future law sul 
if the General Managers’ Association thinks 
the city responsible, ‘ 

It was 4o’clock when the news of the bat- 
tle at Forty-seventh and Loomis streets was 
received by Mayor Hopkins. He was sitting 
in his private ofice when Chief of Police 
Mrennan hurried into the room. The doors 
were closed for a few minutes; then the 
Mayor came out. He said Inspector Hunt 
had fired on the mob. The police, assisted 
by the militia, was attempting to disperse 
a mob when the mob fired. Inspector Hunt 
ordered his officers and the militia to return 
the fire; six ofthe rioters had been reported 
killed, and he did not Know how many were 
wounded. None of the police or militia were 
killed. The mob had fallen back at the 
frst fre, Dut was preparing fora second at- 
tack. ‘‘Huntsays he is ready for them, 
continued the iayor. ‘‘He has drawn up 
the artillery, and declares if another attack 
is made be will wipe the rioters off the 
earth. He has all the men he needs, he 
says,and Hunt isnota man who will lose 
his head. A better man for such a sition 
could not be found. I feel perfectly eon - 
Gent in hig ability to cope with the mob.“ 

Gen. Miles had a long conference with 
Mayor Hopkins this evening, after which the 
Mayor said: ‘‘Gen. Miles informed me he 
had just been in conference with the Presi- 
dent over the telephone. He said his in- 
structions were to protect Government 
bulldings in Chicago, to protect the 
S5ub-Treasury, the Post-office and other 
Government edifices, to see to the 
moving of mail trains and tothe moving of 
trains under tne interstate commerce law. 
He said be would not charge upon mobs or 
rioters unless requested to do so by the 
Mayor. He said he would do soif requested 
by the Mayor. This makesa sort of unity of 
action between the State and Government 
troops possible. He expressed a wiilingness 
to do all he possibly can under his instruc- 
tions from the President. 

„»The General informed me that be woula 
charge upon moss if I requested him to do 
so,’’ said the Mayor, But that he would not 
do it unless the request was made by the 
Mayor. This makes a unity of action between 
the State and Government troops. Gen. 
Miles expregsed his willingness to do all he 

ssibly can under his instructions from the 
President. 

The collision withthe mob at Forty-sev- 
enth and Loomis streets was brougkt up. 
Mayor Hopkins informed Gen. Miles that In- 
spector Hunt had reported to him that the 
regular troops did the first fring, and then 
the train on which they were had moved 
away. Tothis Gen. Miles replied by sayin 
that none of the soldiers of iis command 
were in the vicinity when the riot occurred. 
Gen. Mileg visited thé camp on the lake front 
after dinner in company wiih Frederic kem 
ington, the artist. He returned to his office 
act¥o'’clock. Eden Walker was waiting for 
him anda long eonference ensued. At 10:30 
o’clock Gen. Miles sent out word that he 
would gee no reporters. 

Thereisno douvt thatthe advisability of 
deciaring martial law was seriously con- 
sidered. 

At 5:30 o’clock Gen, Miles instructed his aid 
to call for Washington onthe long distance 
telephone. Fifteen minutes later connec- 
tion was made with Secretary Lamont’s of- 
fice, and Gen. Miles was called to the instru- 
ment. All others, including his aides and tel- 
egraphers, were excluded from the room. 

Gen. ».lles talked over the telephone about 
twelve minutes and at the conclusion of 
the conversation started for thejvuity Hull. He 
went tothe wayor’s office, where besides 
the latter, Corporation Counsel Keubens and 
City Comptroller Ackerman were ib waiting. 
A conference took piace lasting half an 
hour. 

When it was over, the Mayor gave out the 
news of it, Gen. lles said that he had been 
in communication with resident Cleveland 
and that when the President heard how mat- 
ters stood and what the General had done, 
he expressed himself as perfectly satisfied. 

As to his duties in Chicago, Ven. Miles said 
the President had instructed him to protect 
the Government Bullding and the Sub-Treas- 
ury and all trains carrying the United States 
malls and those doing an interstate com- 
merce business. The Mayor asked whether 
the President had authorized him to leave 
railways carrying the mails and those 
doing an interstate business. The 
General replied that the President 
had instructed nim to do so if the Mayor of 
Chicago so requested. Mayor Hopkins then 
said he had 4.000 soldiers and police at his 
disposal, all Well armed and thoroukhiy or- 
ganized, and that he did not think such a 
request would be necessary. With tue forces 
at his command he felt that he could sup- 
press all riots and disturbances that micht 
occur. 

Gen. Wheeler said, in discussing the day’s 
events with a number of railway officials: 
Jam glad that the troops took a stand and 
that blood was shed. It looks to me as if the 
fight at Forty-seventh street would havea 
salutary effec’. Ihe danger in the troops 
fring lay in the immediate results which it 
would cause. 80 far I have not heard that 
the strikers made a unite! resistance. 
Whether thisis a lull before the storin 1 do 
not know, bot if they begin the throw.

True 
lilinols National Guard is here at the com- 
mand of the Governor of the State to enforce 
the State and National laws, We intend to 
do it with dignity, Dut with Ormaess. Our 
men will not permit themselves to be as- 
sauited by a crowd of lawiess thugs and the 
sooner these feliows learns this the better 
it willbe for them. Weare not in the post- 
tion of looking for trouble, bat we know our 
duties clearly and intend to live upto them. 


FRUIT AT KEW ORLEANS. 


The Strike Has a Serious Effect on 
porters’ Business. 

New Orm“eans, La., July 7.—The only in- 
dustry that has been seriously affected in 
this city by the strike is that of the fruit im- 
porters. About 200,000 Dunches of bananas 
are received here weekly, which are mostly 
distributed through the West Dy the LIilinois 
Central oad. eral days past 
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into the river, Oterl, Macheca, Phipp and 
other importers are laying up their vessels 
as fast as they arrive in port, leaving only 
enough in commission to fulfil mail con- 
tracts. If the strike continues the fruit im- 
portation willbe reduced more than 80 per 
cent. Meetings of business men are being 
held dally atthe Exchangeto-take precau- 
tionary measures and encourage the labor 
element not to strike. No general move- 
ment is expected before Tuesday.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

Fully 1,500 Cars Burned in the Panhan- 


dle Yards. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—The number of cars on 
the Panhandle road between Fifty- 
fifth and Sixty-third streets de- 
stroyed by fre last night is 
estimated to have been from 1,200 to 1,500. 
Tue total loss is said to be not less 
than $1,000,000. It is estimated that 
besides the loss of rolling stock at 
least ten or twelve miles of 
track is rained. At Fifty-fifth boulevard 


there are seven tracks. The yard 
branches out there in a fan shape 
and at the south end it is about 
twenty tracks wide. All the rails on 
which burning cars stood are ruined, and on 
many of the tracks the ties are entirely 
burned. It is impossible to place any value 
on the freight destroyed dy the fre. Whole 
coal trains had been sidetracked in the 
yard and were entirely destroyed. 


The railroad companies to-night are using 
extraordinary precautions to prevent a repe- 
tition of last night’s Durning of freight cars. 
They have, however, small hopes of prevent- 
ing the burning tf thestrikers are determine! 
to set fretothe cars. Friday night the officials 
ofthe Burlington road were warned that 
an attempt would de made to burn their cars 
and a large number of watchman were em- 
ployed to guard against the incendiaries. 
Despite the utmost watchfulness of the offi- 
cers, a car would suddenly Durst into fames, 
and asthe watchmen rusned to extinguisi 
the fire another car a short distance off 
would blaze up. This was continued unt 
midnight, when the incendiaries pulled 
off. ihe fire-bugs traveled in pairs, and 
carried small botties filled with an explosive 
which would burst into flames the instant 
the cottle shattered against a car, The 


|} watchmen were utterly unable to detect the 


incendiaries, or put a check on their work. 
and the inability of the roads to protect their 
property last night causes them at uneasi- 
ness for the fature.

Eastern Railway Wagemates Aroused Over

New York, July 7.—The anxiety of Eastern 
railway men over the situation was increased 
to-day when they heard the rumor of threat- 
ened trouble at Buffalo, but their anxiety 
was relieved shortly after noon, when they 
were notified thatthe Brotherhoods of En- 
gineers, Trainmen, Conductors, Firemen 
ana Yardmen had determined at a meeting 
held in this city in the morning to extend no 
help tothe strikers. Not only did they re- 
solve not to strike, but they agreed 
to expel from the brotherhood any man who 
did strike. H. C. Duval, Chauncey Depew’s 
secretary, at once telephoned the news to 
Dobbs Ferry, where Mr. Depew was staying. 
Mr. Depew was of course greatly pleased.

General Superintendent Van 
Etten of the New York Central said: ‘‘Men 
employed by the union have been trying for 
several daysto organize the switchmen of 
all roads in Buffalo, but 1 do not know yet 
what success they have had. 1 will not be 
very much surprised if the strike reaches 
Buffalo, but our men have nothing to com- 
plain of and lam sure they will not take the 
initiative. Untila few days ago the Kallway 
Union had a very Umited memhership among 
the railroad employes at Buffalo, but they 
have been organizing there since the strike 
began and they organize insucha way that 
itis dimcult to find out what success they 
met with. An agent of the union goes about 
the yards and asks every man if he wants to 
join. If he “© he does the agent coliects $1 
initiation fee,hands the man a card and says: 
Lou are a member of the union.’ ’’ 

H. C. Duval received a telegram from East 
St. Louis this morning saying: ‘‘We are 
operating our yards and switches with col- 
ored men without interference under the 
full protection of United States Marshals. 
Nearly all the Chicago trains of the Central 
were delayed to-day, and the mall service 
particulariy was hampered, Train No. 8, 
due here at 6:20 a. m., was half an hour late. 
Train 10, dus at 7, came in on time. Train 
14, the limited, could not be started from 
Chicawo on Friday morning. The effort to 
send it through on its regular schedule was 
therefore abandoned, and it was put through 
on the schedule of train No. 20; this was due 
at Ila. m, but at that time it was reported 
as having only reached Syracuse, thus being 
seven hours behind time. The delay was re- 
ported to have been dueto trouble at Cleve- 
land. The Chicago express, the biggest 
train, the pride ofthe Central, which was 
abandoned entirely on Wednesday and 
Thureday, was started again Friday night, 
and reported as having got away from Chi- 
cago all right.’’

NO COMPROMISE WITH RIOT. 

The crisis of railroad rioting was reached 
yesterday. Patience and forbearance can no 
longer be exercised without endangering 
the foundations of organized society. It 
is imperative that the lawless mobs which 
have trampled under foot all law, all au- 
thority, all rights, which have destroyed 
property and defied and attacked the law 
officers and forces of the Government shall 
be crushed. There is nochoice between 
this course and anarchy. 

The situation is intolerable. Chicago is 
in the hands of riotous mobs. There and 
elo here mobs hold possession of railroad 
property and obstruct and wreck trains. 
Men willing to move the trains are intimi- 


dated, assaulted and driven from work. 


All traffic is stopped by violence. Life 10 
endangered. Tons of freight necessary to 
sustain life is rotting. Property is reck- 
lessly destroyed. The officers of the law 
and tbe military forces of the Government 
are resisted and maltreated. 

There isnow a paramount issue before 
the people and that is the issue of peace or 
violence, law or lawlessness, order or 
anarchy. All other issues must be set 
aside until this is settled in favor of peace, 
law and order. 

No matter how profound the sympathy 
with the cause of labor, no matter what 
the merits of the dispute between employ- 
ers or employes, no matter what differing 
vd vs may be held as to means and methods, 
all good citizens must unite to establish 
and maintain the supremacy of law. They 
must sustain all efforts of authority to re- 
store peace and order, crush lawlessness 
and give free opportunity for the resump- 
tion of traffic without obstruction or in- 
timidation. 

President Debs publicly disavows all 
unlawfulacts. He declares that he and 
his men are on the side of law. He says 
the strikers have been warned and urged 
not tointerfere with the railroads or to 
touch railroad property. He indorses all 
the measures which have been taken to 
protect property and vindicate the law. 
There is no doubt that occasions of this 
kind are utilized by the worst elements of 
society, who masquerade in the name of 
labor to loot and destroy property, and 
that the strikers are guilty of 
ouly a part of the disorder. But 
Mr. Debs must see to it that the hands of 
his men are clean. He must see that they 
keep away fromthe railroads and avoid 
mobs or he and his order must be held re- 
sponsible for the consequences. 

The dearest interests of all citizens— 
strikers included—are at stake in this 
struggle against mob rule. The authority 
of law must be asserted at any cost. There 
ean be no compromise with riot and thé 
forces of anarchy.

STRONG GOVERNMENT. 

It is well for sensible men to remember, 
at this time, as at all times, that peace and 
safety, order and progress do not depend 
on the power of numbers or on bayonets, 
but on mutual forbearance. 

A coercive government 1s necessary to 
restrain barbarians who have no regard 
for the rights of others, who can’ be 
checked in wrong doing only by force 
greater and more ruthless than their own, 
but in the exact measure that men have 
ceased to be barbarians, coercion’ is 
retrogression. 5 

As intelligence increases, as the masses 
of the people are elevated more and more 
from barbarism by the increase in the edu- 
cation given by church and school-heuse, 
successful government must depend more 
on consent and less on coercion. 

Among a people of highly developed in- 
telligence, r government can be stable 
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n of society besomes unsettled: 
and government unstable, remaining 80 
til the men who lack the will or: the in- 
to understand their times are 
We have the best government in the. 
world and we must keep it so by putting 
more energy into the civil authority. If 
we must depend for peace on the bayonets 
ofanarmy, we have an imperialism and 
not a civil government. If any civil offi- 
cer, whether policeman, Oonstable, Sher- 
iffor Governor, shows himself incompe- 
tent or faithless turn him out and putina 
man who will represent the power and 
dignity of the people. 

And above all things, let us remember 
that among people who have passed be- 
yond barbarism, the only stable govern- 
ment is that which rests on their consent 
and proceeds by civil process to execute 
their will. A government of military 
force can be made stable as long as there 
is sufficient force to maintain it. But 
among an intelligent people and in the 
presence of school-houses, no longer! 


MES. CAIRD’S ERROR. 

An advanced lady, who is well known 
to magazine readers aas Mona Caird,“ 
makes the astonishing declaration that 
under the present system of matrimony 
**the wile is called upon to completely 
surrender her life and _  self-direction, 
while the husband is left comparatively 
free.’’ 

Advanced women are necessary or they 
would not exist. Some ef them are ex- 
ceedingly admirable, but others are too 
often absurd, as Mrs. Caird is in this in- 
stance. 

There was a time in the history of mat- 
rimony when the husband was compara- 
tively free. He did nothing but furnish 
meat for the wigwam and do its necessary 
fighting, in return for which his wife 
raised the corn as well as the family. But 
even then the freedom of the husband was 
only comparative, for when the historian, 
Parkman, was among the Sioux he saw 
an exasperated wife, who had been scold- 
ing her alleged lord and master for half an 
hour, suddenly pull the wigwam down on 
his head and leave him among the ruins— 
being moved to this not because of his 
tyranny, but because he smoked his pipe 
and refused to look at her while she was 
scolding. 

It nearly always happensin communi- 
ties where public sentiment does not al- 
low the husband to use his superior physi- 
cal force in contesting the supremacy of 
the family, that it is he and nagt the wife 
who ‘‘surrenders selt-direction.“ It is 
true he is at large and seemingly free, but 
if he expects to return homeand live there 
asa member of the family of Which his 
wife is the really responsible head, he uses 
his apparent freedom merely to carry out 
her expressed or implied wishes. 

This isthe case in every well- regulated 
family as every well- regulated married 
man above the age of 30 knows And the 
others will learn it in time. They will 
learn, too, that it is so because it ought to 
be so, and will finally settle down intoa 
calm realization of the truth that what- 
ever is is right. 


A DISPUTED DEATH. 


Among the kings who never reigned 
probably none is invested with so much 
popular interest as Louis XVII., son of 
Louis XVI. and Marie Antionette—born at 
Versailles March 27, 1785, died in the 
Temple June 8, 1795. His youth, and the 
horrible sufferings be endured in prison, 
would be amply sufficient to provoke such 
interest; butit is undoubtedly deepened 
and intensified by a unique feature of the 
case in the shape of an historical question 
which is not likely ever to be answered to 
the complete satisfaction of everybody. 
That question is: Did Louis XVII. really 
diein the Temple ar reported? 

A small library of books have been 
written, pro and con, on this subject; but 
the latest revival is in the shape of a 
series of lectures recently delivered in 
Paris by M. Laguerre, the former Boulang- 
ist deputy, who is one of the many dis- 
believérs in the death story. Under his 
direction search has been made in 
the now abandoned cemetery at- 
tached to the church of Ste. Mar- 
guerite, where the interment of the 
alleged Dauphin is known to have oc- 
curred. A coffin was found in one of the 
two or three designated spots, but it 
proves to be the same which was ac- 
cidentally discovered in 1846. The 
remains it then and atill contains 
were, at. that time, promounced by one 
celebrated physician to be those of the 
Dauphin, and by anotherto be those of 
a boy (or years older. The opposing 
opinions were not reconciled in 1846, and 
cannot be, of course, in 1894; and the much 
debated question promises to continue un- 
settled forever. 

There are some very curious facts in con- 
nection with it. When Louis XVIII. came 
to the throne he ordered the disinterment, 
in the cemetery of the Madeleine, of what 
were said to be the bodies of Louis XVI. 
and Marie Antoinette, and though 
quite unrecognizable they were trans- 
ferred, with much pomp and _  cere- 
mony, to the royal vaults at 
St. Denis.

THE Usk OF PORTRY. 

In an essay on The Best Use of 
Postry, Chief Justice Coleridge of En- 
gland writes that the poetry learned in 
youth and remembered is the greatest 
solace of old age. 

No doubt it is. The best poetry is al- 
ways a solace to minds which have learned 
to love it, but ite best useis rather to com- 
fort than to 80 lace 

A comforter ia one who stands at your 
side in trouble or in weakness and fights 
with you to overcome your trouble, or to 
subjugate your weakness. He does not 
merely soothe you. On the contrary, he 
will bring solace only as you forget self 
in the work you: have before you—what- 
ever it 1s. He enters into your mental 
condition, fortifies you, is brave with 
you, standing with you foot to foot and 
shoulder to shoulder until your courage 
returns and you cease to doubt yourself. 

It is the highest use of poetry to bring 
men such comfort in the struggle each 

as with himself and with his environ- 
ment. 

Without such comfort lifting them out 
of themselves men always tend to retro- 
grade. All progressis so entirely depen- 
dent on the decrease of brutal selfishness, 
on the ability of the average man to con- 
trol himself, on the power of the great 
man to forego the selfish advantage his 
strength gives him, to use his strength for 
the benefit of others rather than for his 
own, that without the constant help of the 
noble and sublime thoughts that are best 
expressed in poetry, the intelligence which 
expresses iteelfin science and invention 
would make for chaos rather than for a 
more nearly perfect order. The best use 
of poetry is to lead men on to their higher 
life, as George Eliot has expressed it in the 
opening verses of her sublime hymn: 

O maT I join the choir invisible 

Of these immortal dead who live again 

In minds made better by their presence— 
live 

In pulses stirred to generosity, 

In deeds of daring rectitude, in scorn 

For miserabie n end with self, 

In thoughts that pierce the night 
like stars 

And with their mid persistence, urge man's 
earn 

To vaster issues

And that might 
be applied to him whieh ts recorded of 
Socrates: that he was able both to 
abstain from and to enjoy those tnings 
which many are too weak to abstain from, 
and cannot enjoy without excess. But to be 
strong enough both to bear the one and to be 
sober In the other, is the mark of a man who 
has a perfect and invincible soul. 

A few hours before Antoninus died, the 
captain ofthe Imperial Guard came to him 
for the watchword of the night. As token, 
probably, of his own mental tranquillity in 
the immediate presence of death, he gave 
** Equanimitas.’’ 

The portraits of the imperial father and 
son—these heathen saints than whom Chris- 
tianity has produced nothing finer or nobler 
—hang upon my wall. I never look at them 
without thinking what a curious kind of 
heaven it would be that opened its doors to 
Torquemada and Calvin, and shut them 
against Antoninus Pius and Marcus Aurelius, 


I picked up lately a number of Harper's 
Weekly and sawtwo pages full of portraits, 
twelve in all—six of Harvard men and six of 
Yale. My optical assistants not being at 
hand, and my eyes not as good as in the 
ante- spectacle days, when I could see a pin 
onthe pavement or a pretty girl around the 
corner, lat frst thought these pictures were 
the counterfeit presentments of the best 
scholars in their respective classes; ‘‘the 
honor men,“ as they are called in England, 
of these two famous universities. But whenI 
had found and adjusted the aforesaid as. 
sistants. I discovered my monstrous mistake, 
and was disappointed and disgusted accord- 
ingly. They were not portraits of the best 
scholars at all. but of the best rowers; not of 
the honor men, but of the picked oarsg- 
men of the two universities, 
he crewainthe Harvuard-Yale University 
boat race at New London, June 28, 1894.’’ 


There they all were, a full dozen of them, 


the proud representatives of aquatic ath- 
letics; with their hair duly and truly parted 
in the middle, arrayed in the professional 
paraphernalia of ‘‘sweaters’’ ana sleeveless 
shirts, and evidently more than satisfied 
with their personal appearance in a costume 
which, if it had been inflicted as a punish- 
ment, would have driven the victims into 
open rebellion.

Yale would have thought 
about them—these unique products of the 
colleges whose foundations were laid in 
faith and prayer so many long years ago, 
Poor, ignorant old fellows, who never 
saw a ‘*sweater,’’ or “racing rig.“ 
or ‘‘stroke oar,’ or ‘‘coxswain;’’ 
had no more intention of estab- 
lishing schools to train young men for boat 
races, than of educating them in the science 
of Satan! Fortunately they are in ther 
araves, and therefore can enter no protest

THE EMPEROR WILL PROBABLY BE- 
MUNEBATE COUNT VON KOTZE 


Success of German Consular Commercia)

BERLIN, July 7.— Anarchy seems to be the 
question of the day, and there is no indica- 
tion that official circles place faith in the 
efficiency of international measures for the 
suppression of Anarchists. As for the clamor 
fora revival of the anti-socialist laws, the 
language of the semi-ofMcial press shows 
clearly that it has not made an impression 
upon the Government. * 

Prince Bismarck 's organs have been the 
nolsiest advocates of exceptional! legislation; 
but they are being reminded that at the very 
time these laws were being applied with the 
greatest vigor the most diabolical outrage 
ever conceived by Anarchists was planned 
and defeated by mere accident. Had not one 
of the conspirators betrayed the plot every 
living member of the Hohengollern family 
would have been destroyed atthe inaugura- 
tion of the Germania monument at Neider- 
wald. 

It is stated that Chancellor Von Caprivi 
has reported to the Emperor that so long as 
every civilized government is ready to co+ 
operate within ite frontiers and within the 
measure of its own laws, for the detection 
and repression of Anarchist crimes, there 
can be no need of a written compact to en- 
force the performance of duties which are 
equally prescribed by the common interests 
of society in every nation. 

THE VON KOTZE AFFAIR. 

There has been a marked revulsion of 
opinion in regard to the Von Kotse affair 
since the latter’s release by order of the Em- 
peror. Emperor William, to whom the doc- 
umentsin the case were submitted,is said 
to have ordered Von Kotse’s release on the 
ground that there was no similarity 
between his handwriting and that of 
the letters and postal cards which caused 
go much annoyance among the aristocratic 
families of this city. Berliners, however, 
insist that this should have been discovered 
before the arrest of Von Kotze, who is now 
on his estate with his wite and daughter. 
The name of another high official is now cir- 
culated as the culprit; Dat the solution of the 
mystery surrounding the letters seems 
no nearer than it was two weeks ago. 
Von Kotse is awaiting Emperor Wililam’s 
return from his trip to Norway. It is con- 
sidered almost certain that he will not only 
resume office; but itis velleved that the 
Emperor, after being satisfied of his 
innocence, will find someway to compen- 
sate him for his arrest. 

The success of the commercial department 
formed after the World's Fair ia connection 
with the German consulate at Chicago, has 
induced the Government to extend the itea 
to all the more important consulates. outside 
Europe, beginning with the leading cities of 
South America. The duty of these new de- 
partments willbeto furnish German mer- 
chants with data forthe extension of Ger- 
many’strade. The final returns of foreign 
trade for 1893 show an increase in exports 
of 137,000,000 marks and a decrease in imports 
of 66,000,000. The returns for 1894 are ex- 
pected to further justify the policy of the 
commercial treaties. 

SENSATIONAL CIRCULAR. 

Asensation has deen caused by the fact 
that the Vorwaeerts, the leading Socialist or- 
gan, bas published another confidential cir- 
cular which the editor of that paper says he 
found on his table. The circular was issued 
by the Administration of the Dierderbarin 
District and called upon the burgomasters to 
furnish the Government with the names of 
all conscripts Known to sympathize with 
socialism and anarchism. The circular also | 
inetructed the burgomasters to make the 
necessary inquiries with absolute secrecy. 
The government will institute an gee 
into the leakage of official documents, Waile 
is becoming a scandal. 

The Army Gazette has just published the 
new regulations, compiled under the Ko- 
peror’s direction, forthe protection of pri- 
vate soldiers against tyranny upon the part 
of their officers. Non-commissioned officers 
are warned not to touch the men during drill 
andthey are also cautioned against pro- 
tracted repetitions of the same exercises. 

The chief reform, however, is the rule 
which allows private soldiers to lodge a com-

It willbe remembered that Mr. Gibert, 
after the conclusion of his wife's suit 
for divorce, publicly announced in THE 
New YorK WORLD his intention of 
challenging Santa Maria and repeated this 
declaration to Tag WORLD correspondent on 
arriving at Havre. 

A CHALLENGE REFUSED. 

Itappears that he did almost immediately 
challenge Santa Maria, but the latter refused 
to Oght, I am told, on the two grounds 
First, that the New York Court in 
giving Mrs. Gibert a Givorce, de- 
spite her husband’scharge of misconduct 
with Senor sasta Maria, showed that Mrs. 
Gibert had no grievance against him; sec- 
ond, because Gibert had allowed too long a 
time to elapse after first making the charge 
before sending a challenge. 

senor Santa Maria also declared that 
Gibert’s secondswere not gentlemen under the 
rules of the code. They are saidto have 
been maitres G’armes of a Paris fencing 
school.

He told M. Ayatatthe start that 
he wanted to learn at the earliest day possi- 
ble how to use a sword so that 
he could Oght with the cer- 
tainty of Killing his man at what- 
ever risk to himself. He did not 
want to learn to defend himself, he wanted 
simply to learn to attack. M. Ayat con 
sentedto teach that style of fighting and 
within the last few weeks it began to de 
known to a few in Paris, including Santa 
Maria, that Gibert had attained 
such proficiency in this very unusual 
method of sword play that the foremost 
amateurs found it no easy matter to defend 
themselves against him in friendly trials of 
skill, which form so large a part of the train- 
ing of aswordsman. Meanwhile Santa Maria 
was as actively practicing at Marigoac’s, 
Rue Joubert. But Gibert’s grim determina- 
tion to push a duel to the death was re- 
garded by the few in the secret as boding 11 
for his opponent, whatever his skill. 

If information is correct, and it comes in a 
letter from a leading member of the English 
official colony in Paris, this expectation 
proved well founded. 

THE MERFTIXG. 

In that letter, which I have seen to-night, 
itis stated that the two men have met on 
the Belgian frontier, that the conflict was 
desperate and short, and that Senor 
Santa Maria was run through the liver. No 
mention is made of Gibert having been 
wounded, so he probably escaped and is 
awaiting outside of France the result of 
Senor Santa \iaria’s wound. 

„Santa Maria was taken to Paris, and al- 
though by no meaus out of danger, it is 
thought that he will ultimately recover. I 
learn on the same authority that Gibert 
provoked a challenge from Santa 
Maria dy publicly attacking him on 
the boulevard Haussmann.

BDITORIAL COMMENT. 


New Tonk, July 7.—Under the caption of 
**Sowing the Wind,“ the New York WorLD 
will say to morrow: ‘‘The labor leader who 
precipitates a strike takes a grave respon- 


sibility, how grave, Mr. Debs is in the way 
of do ing out. In morals as in law a sane 
man is responsible for the result of his acts, 
The President of the Railway Union, it is 
fair to presume had no purpose of invoking 
anarchy, arson and assassination when he 
called out his men to enforce a boycott 
against the Pullman company. All of his 
orders and addresses have favored 
lawful methods only. In dis- 
patch to the WoRLD yesterday he 
said: ‘No man who loves the cause 
will become lawless, and those who do so 
ought to be punished.’ Anc yet it was as 
certain as — — could be that if au ex- 
naugurated at Chicago, 
lawlesness and violence and crime would ac- 
company it. This has been true of every 
great strike on the railroads. History that 
must be known to Debs and his associates is 
simply repeating itself. There is always ina 
large city a dangerous element that is sure to 
come to the front in times of disorder. It 
was just as certain that rioting, assaults and 
destruction of property would follow a rail- 
way strike in Chicago at this time as 
that a car load of combustibles will take fire 
if a torch is thrown into it. The 
Debses supplied the torch, the Anarchists, 
the thieves, the toughs and the young hood- 
lums have done the rest. If a conflict with 
the soldiers shall be provoked, and incen- 
diarism and murderoas assaults on would-be 
workers or on the guardians of the peace are 
liable to produce a clash at any moment, the 
strikers will bear the brunt of the blame. 
They may be and probably are innocent of 
the worst of the excerses, but at such a time 
it is impossible to discriminate, Having 
sown the wind they will be held responsible 
for the whiriwind. It behooves all labor or- 
ganizations that are asked to give a purely 
sympathetic strike to consider well in ad- 
vance the consequence of their act, Doth as 
to their members and individually and to or- 
ganized labor. Itisatime for deliberation, 
not heat, for open-eyed wisdom rather than

Spring Wheat Poor— Fright Prospects for 


Rye and Corn. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 7.—Secretary Coburn 
to-day issues the following concerning agri- 
cultural conditions tn Kansas on June 80. 

Reports on spring wheat show but poorly 
for the acreage to be harvested or the yield; 
there will be but little. This has not deen a 
spring wheat nor oats year, and of oats there 


will not be to exceed a half crop. The yield of 
rye per acre will not vary essentially from 
that of witer wheat, and the quality is good. 
Without exception reports indicate that 
Kansas presents at this time an area of 
growing corn the equelof which for extent, 
evenness of stand, vigorous growth; pro- 
pitious soll conditions and freedom from 
weeds has seldom it ever been seen before 
in any State. The acreage appears to have 
been increased during the month 10 per cent 
and perhaps more by planting ground upon 
which oats, spring wheat, etc., Bad made 
an unpromising start. 

The weather at this writing continues very . 
kindly tothecorn. in some localities where — — 
there have been more or less chinch bugs — 
in winter wheat fields the harvest 
has caused their migration to the 
borders of adjacent corn which if backw ard 
and small they have left their marks upon. 
but as yet not toany extent likely to be ap- 
preciable in the State’s aggregate product. 

The condition of the crops named below is 
given in percentages of what is accounted a 
good average: Barley, 4 r cent; Droom- 
corn, 87; castor beans, 90; fax, 85, millet, 84;

BULGARIA'S NEW PRIME MISISTER. 


The Career of Dr. Stoiloff, the Young 
ftatesman Who fuecesds Stambuloff. 
Dr. Stolloff, the new President of the Minis- 

try of Bulgaria, is a native of Philippopoll 

and the son of a prominent merchant of that 
city. He was born inthe beginning of the 
fifties and was educated at Robert College in 

Constantinople and afterwards at Heidel- 

berg University. After a residence 

of several years in Paris, at 


the outbreak of the Russo-Turkish war in 
1877, hereturned to Bulgaria. In 1879 he was 
summoned to take part in the Constitutional 
Convention at Tirnowo,and was chosena 
member of the delegationto submit tothe 
Czar for his approval at Livadia the choice 
of Prince Alexander of Battenberg to De 
Prince of Bulgaria. 

Dr. Stotiof made an impression upon 
young Prince A:‘exaner that was destined to 
mix the course of his subsequent ite. He ac- 
companied the Prince as his secretary to the 
courts of Berlin, Vienna ana COonstanti- 
nople, and was a “witness of the 
enthu:gastic reception accordea him on his 
entrar into Bulgaria. In 188% Dr. Stollof 
was sei. to St. Petersburg as diplomatic 
agent of the Governinent. But when he was 
Asked bya prominent Russian statesman, 
M hom and what doyou represent? Bulgaria, 


freed by us, and the Prince set upon his 
throne by the Czar?’’ the young Buigarian 
diplomat was so wounded in his national 
pride that he at once returned to Sofia. 
When King Yllan hbevan fighting for his 
territorial equality in the Balkan, Stollomf 
served as an officer in the suite of Prince 
Alexander, whose faithful supporter he re- 
mained, even inthe dark days ot 1886, when 
the Prince left Bulgaria forever. tin tne win- 
ter of 1887 Dr. Stolloff —— . — 
with. Grekow and Kaltschow throug 
the courts of seeking on be- 
half of acce ptabile 
candidates throne. 
After long negotiation in Vienna, he secured 
the acceptance of Prince Ferdinand of Co- 
burg. Co-operation between Stambulof, 
with his autocratic leantngs,and Dr Srtoiloff, 
with bis more democratic ideas, did not long 
continue, and the latter in 1888.returned to 
—.— life and the practice of law, later 
coming One of the leaders of the Opposi- 
tion, in which capacity he has now suc- 
ceeded in overthrowing the long regime of 
Stambulof.

A GIRL ORATOR, 


Harriet Connor Wonthe Woodford Prize 
at Cornell. 

The recent ct immencement at Cornell was 
the most remartka»le of any in the univer- 
sity’s history or one reason, a woman took 
the Wocdfore prize in oratory, the highest 


Miss Harriet Chedie Connor. 
honor that can come to any Cornellian. She 
was Miss Harriet Chedie Connor of Burling- 
ton, Io., a slender, pretty giri, tut 
unmistakably an orator. She had five 


male competitors. Six competitors are 
usually chosen at Cornel from all 
these of the senior class who sub- 
mit orations for the Woodford prize. In 
selecting the six, excellence of the oration is 
the sole test. Inthe final competition ora- 
tory and literary excellence are both con- 
sidered, but oratory invariably counts more 
than a scholarly pen production. It was be- 
cause Miss Connor is an orator that she won 
the prize. Her oration was not considered a 
remarkable or even unusual effort, but her 
speaking was.so considered. Her subject was 
**The Letter and thg Spirit, and it dealt ex- 
ciusively with the growth of tolerance and 
liberality in religious thought. 

Women competitors for the Woodford prize 
—founded twenty-five years ago dy Gen. 
Woodford of Brooklyn and consisting ofa 
gold medal or $100 in gold—are not uncom- 
mon. The men students outnumber the 
women at Cornell by about four or five to 
one, and frequently. and for several years in 
succession, a woman has competed for the 
Woodtord, In the early ’80’s there were two 
women competitors for the prize in one class 
and one secured ‘‘honorable mention. 
The lack of sustained oratorical ability, the 
small compass in voice and constrained con- 
dition of the surroundings have always 
handicapped the women cempetitors, and 
their orations have beena success only as 
literary productions. Until this year no one 
bas ever considered the women seriously as 
competitors, and a place has been given to 
them in the contest largely out of compli- 
ment to the unusually good work they al- 
ways do at Cornell.

Howto Tellon What Day of the Week a 
Certain Date Oocurred.

Itis often necessary to know on what day 
of the week acertain date occurred. With 
the following tables any one will be able to 
do this for the years of the present century. 
The days of the week are designated with 
the figures O tos, beginning with Sunday. 
The following table of numbers is used for 
the twelve months: 2, 6, 5, 1, 3, 6,1, 4, 0, 2, 
5, 0. 

Take then the year irrespective of the 
hundreds, as of 1890 take only the 90, divide 


this by 4and add the result to 90. The num- 
ber corresponding with the month, as per

given are then added to it and the whole 
divided by 7. The remainder, not the result, 
willwive the day which corresponds with 
the figures that designate the days of the 
week. Forexample: What day of the week 
was the 7th of April, 1844?

To Produce a Strange Effect With the Aid 
of a Basin of Water. 

sell silvered cylinders which 
rectify t gu refi-ction the distorted fig- 
ures known as anamorphoses, The effects 
total reflection may be observed by intmers- 
ing an inverted vessel in water, and a 
method of obtaining anamorphic images 
may thus be secured. 

Fig, |showsthe arrangement ado by 
Prof. Thomas Estriche of © Institute of 
Barcelona. A giass vessel very dry in the 
interior is inverted in a large bowl with a 
wide bottom. In ordertokeep the vessel at 
the bottom of the bowl, a weight is placed 
upon it, a bottle, for example, it there is no 
other object at hand. We thus obtain 
an anamorphic mirror. The glass vessel ap-

pears flattened through the effect of refrac- 
tion. When it is desired to make use of the 
lass as a mirror of anamorphosis, figures 
are placed at the bettom of the bowl. As 
these fizures are immersed in water, the 
pares upon upon which they are drawn must 
© rendered impermeable, This is easily 
done with varnish, or the figures may be 
painted in oll upon canvas, 

Fig. 2 gives the outline that serves for 
making the anamorphic drawing. If one 


does not desire to immerse the drawings or 
paintings in water, he can substitute a large 
flat-bottomed glass vessel for the bowl. The 
drawings may be placed under this vessel. 
They are dry upon the table upon which one 
operates, and they are observed by trans- 
parency through the glass.

A Colored Paper Lemp Shade Was the 
Cause. 


A correspondent of the London Times says: 


Ons of my children complained that a smell 
of burnt paper was perceptible n the house. 
This smell bad been noticed some hours pre- 
viously, but was not then to its 
source, A Careful search led to the discovery 
that a paper lamp shade in one of the rooms 
had been entirely consumed by fire. Fortwo 
days prior to the accident, the lamp, a du- 
plex, had not deen lighted, and there had 
been no fire in the room Since the 
morning ofthat day, when the room was 
dusted and the shade apparently in its usual 

condition, no one had entered the room. The 
shade was made abouta year ago from so- 
called crinkied tissue paper, one white and 
one yellow skeet, gathered to ther on the 
upper part where it was fixed to the wire 
frame, where it formed a considerabie 
bunch, and spreading thence over the frame 
below. On examination the yellow yoo 
was found to be colored dy chromate of lead, 
and this no doubt was the cause of the acci- 
dent. There can, I think, be no doubt that 
this was a genuine case of spontaneous igni- 
tion, though [ have not as yet been able ex- 
perimentaily to reproduce the necessary 
conditions leading to such a result.

LAUGH AT THE TAX-PAYERS. 


He Arranred to Have the People Texed 
$110,000 Per Annum and Charges 
ibem $6,COO for serviqes—Broad- 
geuge Views of President Erockman, 
Who Thinks It’s All Right. 


Mr. charles Stark is the attorney for the 
School Board. 

The school Board represents the people. 

The Legislature Mkewise represents the 


people. 

The representatives of the people in schoo! 
affairs decideu to ask for an increase of $110,- 
000 per annum in the taxation of the people. 

The request was made ina bill presented 
to the representatives of the peopie in Jef- 
ter son City. 

The passage of the bill was successfully 
urged by Mr. Stark, and now the representa- 
tives of the people inthe School Board, who 
with the consent of the persuaded represent- 
atives at Jefferson put $110,000 of additional 
taxes on the people, propose to have the 
people pay Mr. Stark $5,000 for his services. 

Inis is the decision of one of the commit- 
tees Of the School Board. On Tuesday nixsht 
it will be presented tothe board for ratifica- 
tion of a vote of 8 to . 

Briefly summed up, it is a case of the people 
versus the people, the people paying the 
lawyer, Judgment and costs of court. 

Mr. Stark was seen yesterday afternoon 
relative to his bill for Jefferson City services. 

Does not that work, and all of a similar 
nature, come under your duties as attorney 
for the School Board, for which you are paid 
a salary of $2,500 a year?’’ Mr. Stark was 
asked. . 

It does not, was the answer. My du- 
ties asthe School Board attorney are very 
clearly defined in rule Ii of the board rules 
and regulations and there has never been 
any question On that point between myself 
andthe board. The rule defining my duties 
reads as follows: 

Daties—Itehall be the duty of the - 
tor ey to take berge ol the legal business of the 
beard in all the ceurts o! the State aid of the United 
stares (his expeuses being aliowed bp the board

— regarding the drawing of eeniracts, leases, 

Ten you consider this business of secur- 
ing the passage of Senate 5111 180 altogether 
outside your duties as prescribed in the rule 
just quoted?’’ 

„do. That work was legislative and hot 
in anyway allied to the routine work of the 
school board, for which the attorney of the 
board is pald his regular salarr. In fact, 
such business bas always been intrusted to 
outside lawsers in the past, and it would 
have been soin this instance had I not stated 
that I could attend to the matter myself with 


better results to the board. There was a 
very distinct understanding between myself 
and the Commitee on Legislation that I was 
to receive extra re nuneration forthe work, 
and the fairnes« of this cannot 9e doubted. 

But do you ni think $9,000 excessive as a 
charwe for minis w Ff on your part!

Jefferson City necessitated y being there 
several weeks, it was work that could not be 
attended to by the Committee on Legislation, 
and in the report of that committee to the 
board It Was stated thatthe passage of the 
Dill in question was due almost entirely to 
my management of the matter. I do not 
know any member of the school Board 
whoobjects to my being remunerated for 
that work. And surely the remuneration 
cannot be considered extravagant when tire 
fact ts taken into consideration that in the 
first year alone the board -‘ealized an in- 
creased revenue of over $110,000 from the 
passage of the bill.“ 

Rut was not your work in reality paid for 
n the salary of $2,00a year which you re- 
celve?’’ 

most assuredly not. The salary is paid 
the board’s attorney forthe legaland routine 
work he does, and itis certainly earned. in 
lawsults, the drawing of contracts, convey- 
ances, leases, etc., the attorney surely earns 
$2,500 a year. 

Hon much legal business have vou trans- 
acted for the School Board in the past year?’’ 

hat is impossible to say. iihere is @ 
great deal of such work of Which no detalled 
rec rails kept. I will state, however, thatfin 
the fuur years I have been attorney for the 
board Ihave had about thirty cases in the 
Cir¢uit and other courts and three cases in 
the upreme Court and that 1 have never 
lost case for tne School Board, nor hada 
judgement reversed that we had obtained in a 
low et court.“ 

President Brockman of the School Board 
was next seen, W hen asked about the board 
attorney’s extra charge for legisiative ser - 
vices r. Brockman said: 

„Jam not in a position to pass upon the 
tairness of the char«e as to its amount, but I 
willgay that Mr. Stark is certainly entitled 
to a fair fee for his services in this ease out- 
side of his regular work asthe School Board 
att rney. lunderstand that there is good 
precedent for such charge,and that the Com- 
mitt e on Legisiation un lerstood that ne was 
to e paid for the work done for this bill. As 
He 1 the question of earning his salary of 
ind+ pendent of any outside work, I 
raid state that Mr. Stark certainly does 
that, as the fwutine duties of the po- 
sition are onerous and the board has 
to depend entirely upon its attorney 
for protection of its interests in ita Immense 
real estate and other transactions, The 
duties of the attorney are very clearly de- 
ned, and Mr. Stark’s work in securing the 
passage of Senate bill 180 was certainly out- 
side of these duties. From my knowledge of 
what lawyers char 545 in such cases I con- 
sider the payment of $6,000 as a fee for work 
which has already gained the School Board 
an inereased revenge of $110,000 as being 
most moderate, and I can see no objection to 
it. As to Mr. Stark’s salary for his regular 
work, itis well earned. He is entirely safe 
and reliable, and the School Board has yet to 
lose a law suit under his management of its 
legal business.

PRINCE MASSAQUOI. 


Future King of an African Tribe in New 
Yerk. 


New Tonk, July 7.—The officer on duty at 
the door brought this card to Supt. Byrnes 
this afternoon: Prince Momolu Massa- 
quoi, Voli Territory, Post-office address, 
Grand Cape Monat, Liberia, West Africa, 
delegate tothe World’s Parliament of Re- 
ligions and African Ethnological Oongress of 
the Columbian Exposition. ’’ 

The Superintendent studied the card witb 
a puzzled look. show him in, he said, 
and looked over his glasses with perceptibie 


curiosity. There entered a young man, 
black as the ace of spades, but with a look 
so brigut and a manner so pleasant that the 
Superintendent quite involuntarily stepped 
forward to greet him. Mr. Byrnes is not 
an admirer of princes, but this one 
had not been his guest two minutes 
before he was thoroughly interested. They 
ehatted long and when the Prince left he 
took with him the heartiest good wishes of 
the Superintendent. lam glad Imade your 
acquaintance,’’ saidthe Superintendent, as 
he wentout. The Prince had come to pay 
bis respects tothe Chief. He told the Super- 
intendent he, too, had his army, but it had 
suffered greatly in recent wars. 

The Prince is of all sovereigns, present and 
tocome,one of the most interesting. He 
rules now in part and will at his father’s 
death rule over the only savage African 
trie that has evoluted its own alphabet ana 
malle a long stride toward civilization by 
founding something like a literature. The 
Prince is now engaged in collecting the 
tribe’s traditions and committing them to 
type by the aid of the British Bible Society. 
He has written its frst book and he is now 
nere to make arrangements to get it printed. 
It is a book with a purpose. 

As tothe Prince himself, he is the son of 
Lahal Massa quot, Aine of the Salinas, in the 
Vei Territory, w country somewhat 
larger than Massachugetts, 7deg. north of 
the equator, near the west coast. Liberia 
claims à protecto Over its southern halt 
and Great Britain over the northern, but 
neither loterferes withthe hereditary@King- 
ship of the Massaquois. Under the laws of the 
tribe the Queen must be the King’s 
head wife and a ruler in her own 
right. ‘ihe Prince’s mother was Sand 
Mannie, rulerof the Pfovince of Tabacca. 
She is dead now and he rules in her stead. 
The one thing he fears and which he has 
some here to protest agalust, is the white 
man’s rum that comes in the trail of the 
missions. Not that there is any bond be- 
tween the two. The missionaries are good 
people. They converted him and he 1s to- 
day a Christian, anxious to help his people. 
But the rum will not let him. This is the 
gospel he has come here to preach 
and which he has set down in his book, 
How My People Can Me Saved, for whic. 
he is trying to get a puhlisner. It nas re 
ceived a sad illustration in his own case. ix 
years ago he ran away from home to avoi. 
the wrath of his father, the King. He nag 
sent him to the Mission Schoolat Cape Monat 
to be taught, specifying that they must tell 
him nothing of the strange faith about 
Christ. Allthe rest he might learn but not 
that. But the boy became a Christian and 
fled to this country. 

He came here in 1888, and was educated in 
the Episcopal school in Nashville. At the 
end ot four years he went home to find his 
mother dead. Aterrible war had raged be- 
tween his tribe and that of the Golas, their 
netghbors. A Gola warrior and one of his 
father’s subjects had drunk of the trader’s 
rum and quarreled. The Gola warrior was 
killed, and his tribe rose and slew King Mas- 
saguol’sipecple by hundreds. In the lone 
fight that resulted the Queen lost ber life, 
aod both tribes were so weakened as 
to imperil. their existence. Shocked by 
what he had seen, the frince prepared 
his appeal to civilized mations to keep 
their rum to polson their oon people. His 
people, he says, are not contentious. They 
desire tolive in peace. They cultivate the 
lend, make thelr own cotton cloth 
and live in mud i huts. They lave 
their own alphabet. Allan is tuneir 
God and Mohammed his propnet to a con- 
siderable extent, but some are Pagans, who 
worsbip God through the spirit« of their 
ancestors. The Prince goes tack to Africa 
by way of England on the 18th o. tuls month. 
He will live with his people again in their 
own way and do what he can to make them 
better. Will you not have a hard time 
there, being a Cbhristian?’’ asked Supt. 
Byrnes. ‘‘Perhaps it will not make it 
easier,’ said hne, dut I mean to show them 
that Il shall be alithe better ruler for that, 
and it may be that will be the strongest af- 
gument for my new religion. They cannot 
get rid of me, for Jam their born King, and 
I don’t think they want to. I shall take 
good care that they will not want to after 1 
have ruled them for a little Wulle.“

During the course of the day the Post- 
DISPATCH Correspondent heard many state- 
ments about the Kansas City (Kan.) 
lottery companies. It is said that there is a 
city ordinance against the business, but it is 
not enforced. 

On their letters,etc. ,the boldest reference is 
made to nearly all the leading banks in Kan- 
sas City, and they offertempting induce- 
ments to persons inother cities toact as 
their agents, such as 25 per cent commission on 
all tickets sold, a share in the winning 
ticket, ete. 

The $15,000 prize advertised is purely 
fictitious, andit was stated that prize lists 
are also fictitious and often made up 
and printed before the set 
for the drawing.“ the 
only prizes paid are the $20 ones. In one 
instance, it was stated, a $15,000 prize ticket 
had been paid by one of these companies 
through the Chemical National Bank of St. 
Louis, and great capital was made of the 
fact. It was said that the St. Loulsend of 
the deal was worked by the lottery com- 
pany’s agent, who collected the money 
through the Chemical National Bank and 
promptly sent it back to the lottery sharks in 
Kansas City, Kan. 

There are just an even dozen of these al- 
leged lottery companies m Kansas City. 


A Kansas State Lottery Co. Ticket. 


The fraudulent nature of these lotteries is 
so well kno n in Kansas City, Mo., that they 
do little business there. Their harvest 
comes from outsiders, who are dazgzied by 
the plausible printed matter sent out, the 
list of prizes drawn, the descriptions of the 
public drawings,tve imunpeaachable refer- 
ences. etc. Itis this matter that brings in 
the sheckels from confiding people who live 
too faraway to investigate the workings of 
the game they patronize so liberally. 
The material upon which the SuxDarY Posrt- 
DISPATCH correspondent began his investi- 
gation consisted of a printed sheet giving the 
‘‘winning numbers“ of an alleged drawing 
of the Kansas State Lottery Co.“ anda 
half ticket, No. 78,602, in the drawing of 
Tuesday, June 26, 1894. 
The sheet stated that the drawing it an- 
nounced had taken place at Music Hall, 
Kansas City, Kan. At the bottom of the 
sheet was the following certificate: 
The subscribers having supervised the Single 
Number Drawing, Class ——, Kansas State Lottery 
Co., hereby eertify that the ‘above are the numbers 
which were this day drawn from the 100.000 placed 
in the wheel, with the prizes correspending to 
them. 
Witness our Bente, at Kansas City, Kan., this —— 
day of ——, 188 
Commissioners. 
Just beneath this certificate was the fol- 
lowing: 
Importaast—Remit money by express. We pay 
charges on or more. We pay all charges on 
money tent to us, aad we prepay charges on tickets 
and lists of prizes forwarde 
The work of sending the official list to every cor- 
respondent begins n after the drawing, 
and continues day and night until cempileted. 
Should any of our patrens experienée any delay in 
receiving it, itis owing te their names being among 
the last on the list.

The correspondent then left the retail 
office of the Kansas State Lottery Co., where 
information as to the lottery's work- 
ings was 80 hard to obtain, and 
sturted on his way to the place 
where the drawing advertised for that day 
was alleged to have been held. Here, also, 
he had a curlous experience. At the location. 
indicated on James street there was no sign 
ofa ‘‘Music Hall’’ nor of any bailding which 
might dy the Wildes: stretch of imagination 
be dignified with such a name. There were 
some sheds and stables, and that was all. 
No one around the neighborhood had ever 
heard of a Music Hall being located there. 

The PostT-DisSPATCH correspondent was 
about to give up the search in despair when 
he spieda colored man lounging on the cor- 
ner. Feeling that the descendant of Ham 
would be posted ona ‘‘lottery drawing’’ if 
any body was, this man was approached with 
the question: 

„Where is Music Hall, where the lottery 
drawing was held this mor ng?’’ 

A broad smile spread er the colored 
man’s face. Lou mean one o' dese Kansas 
city. Kan., lotteries?’’ he asked. Lord 
bless you, sir, I dont believe dey ever has 
any Grawings. Least dat’s what everybody 
says here, and nobody in Kansas City don’t 
bay no tickets in dem lotteries. Dey gets 
most uf dere business from St. Louls. About 
$50,000 a month, I heerd.’ 

The correspondent then started on the 
quest for theoffiice of M. Ottens 2 2 
which he had been tol in 
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Kan.,and by far the larger part of their 
revenue comes from St. ulis. The Post- 
Disraron correspondent was told in 
St. Louis by an employe of an 
express company who Is in a position to have 
correct information that St. Louls contributes 
from 850,000 to $75,000 per month to these 
frauds, There isa State law in Kansas and 
an ordinance in Kansas City, Kan., against 
lottery schemes, but neither have been en- 
forced. 

The citizens of Kansas City, Kan.,are now, 
however. taking the matter up, aud it may 
be that a crusade will be instituted against 
the lottery sharks. The management of the 
crusade is in the hands of a committee of 
five citizens of Kansas City, Kan., headed by 
Mr. Frederick Relgen. 

If this committee succeeds in driving the 
lottery sharks out of business St. Louis will 
De the greatest beneficiary. This city has 
been practically supporting those sharks by 
being duped every month to the tune of from 
$50,000 to $75,000. It seems almost incred.- 
ible that there are so many people here who 
are willing to patronize and support lottery 
schemes without investigation: but it isa 
fact nevertheless.

Boating and Amusement Privileges 
Granted to Persons Who Agree to Pay 
® Stipulated Per Gent of Their Earn- 
ings, a Statement of Which Is Fur- 
nished by Themselves. 


On Friday night the City Counc!!! amended 
and then passed a bill granting to William 
nthe privilege of maintaining and 
De in Forest Park, for the amuse- 
ment of children and other park visitors, a 
number of burros, ponies, horses, goats, 
te., to be hired ogt for use in the park. The 
Dillalso provides that Pohiman may have 
authority to transfer this privilege to the 
Forest Park Amusement Co. when such cor- 
poration shall have been formed. The term 
ofthe franchise is flve years and 12% per 
cent. of the gross earnings are to be paid to 
thecity. Itis provided that Pohlman must 
file with Park Commissioner Fechter a 
monthiy report of the amount of his gross 
receipts from the hire of the animals, and 
that he also must fle a sworn statement of 
the same with the City Controller. Upon 
the receipts as shown in these statements to 
be made by Pohiman the city is to receive 
the amount due for the granting of the above 
privileges. 

The granting of this amusement privilege 
in Forest Park ison the same basis as that 
controlling the contract by which one Wim 
lam Buechner now holds the boating privi- 
leges in the park. The system leaves the 
city entirely atthe mercy of the parties to 
whom privileges are granted in such man- 
ner, and while offering no protection to the 
public in the way of regulating charges for 
such features of amusement in a place of pub- 
lic resort, also places the city in a position 
where it has no sufficient guarantee that it is 
receiving the compensation to which it is en- 
titled. 

BUECHXNER’S PAYMENTS. 

In the case of Buechner, the owner of the 
boating privileges, the system practiced is 
utterly indefensible froma practical business 
standpoint, and it is safe to assume that the 
same will be the case with the privi- 
leges now granted to Pohiman. During the 


Doating season Buechner makes his returns 
monthly to the Park Commissioner, showing, 
according to his own statement, how much 
the receipts for the month have been 
for the boating privileges in Forest Park, and 
the statement is accompanied by the money 
to which the city is entitled under Buechner's 
statement. The eity has nocheck whatever 
upon the owner of the boating lease. It is 
compelled to accept his returns as final, so 
that, taken all in all, the system is about as 
remarkable for its lack of protection of the 
ee interests as could well have been de-

llege. Buechner’s lease under this system, 
the unfairness of which is certainly appar- 
ent at a glance, expires in April, „ and 
some little time ago Mr. Buechner, made 
greedy by the ease with which he secured 
and held tnis privilege on the old lake, made 
a bold move for a still better contract for the 
boating privilege on the new haif-mile lake. 
Taking it apparently for granted that the 
public, or, more properly speaking, the city, 
would be satisfied with a slight increase over 
the receipts of the old lake, Mr. Buechner 
had the nerve to apply fora ten years’ lease 
from April, 1897, at the yearly rental of $600. 

It is safe to say that such a contract will 
not be made, and it should also be safe to 
say that the whole system of tetting such 
4 vVileges as now in vogue will be changed.

Fighting Centinues im Samoa and Ru- 
mors of War Rife in Hawaii. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 7.—The steam- 
ship Monowal arrived to-day with Samoan 
advices dated June 20, and Honolula news up 
to June 29. The Samoan cofrespondent ro- 
ports that while there has been little actual 
fighting the situation isas critical as ever, 
with little prospect ofa settlement in the 
near future. A few days after the sailing of 
the last steamer the warships there towed 
boats containing 2,000 government warriors 
to Aana, and called out the rebels there to 
surrender ten chiefs and fifty rifies within 
twenty-four hours, threatening that the 
guns of the war vessels would shel- 
ter the Goverment warriors in 


making an attack in the event of refusal. 
Two of the rebel ehiefs ran away, Dut eight 
others were finally sent on board the war- 
ships with fifty rifier, only one of which was 
in working order. The guns were thrown 
overboard, as had been done with other 
rifles previously seized, and the surrendered 
chiefs allowed to return to the island. The 
commanders of the warship then ordered 
both the government warriors and the 
rebels to disperse. The Government party 
obeyed, but the rebels immediately resumed 
the possession of their forts and sent out de- 
ant messages tothe King and commanders 
of the war vessels. The Government troops 
and rebels are now in camp about two miles 
apart, both on the offensive. 

On the 8d inst.the Aana rebels made a 
night attack on a government party amongst 
whom King Malietoa was supposed to be 
during the evening hour of prayer. The 
rebels fired a volley into the house. The fire 
was returned and the rebels fied, after hav- 
ing captured forty guns and much ammuni- 
tion. Ihres ofthe Government party were 
killed and several wounded. Rebels lost an 
equal number. This is the frst Known in- 
stance in Samoan warfare ofa night attack 
having been made. The people are in hourly 
expectation of/serious outbreaks. 

In Honolulu allisquiet. ‘fhere were ru- 
mors thatthe Royalists were arming and 
getting ready to attempt a coup de tat on the 
Fourth of July, but the Government author- 
ities had taken extra precautions against a 
surprise. The marines on the United states 
steamship Phlladelphia had been aliowed to 
land for drili again and once more the Brit- 
ish marines from the cruiser Champion had 
been refused the same privilege. HKritish 
Minister Wodehouse wrote a letter of pro- 
test tothe Government and recelved in re- 
ply a sharp letter from Mr. Hateh, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, statingthbat the attitude 
of the British Minister had been unfavorable 
tothe Hawaiian Government.

ENOXVILLE, Tenn., July 7.—President 
Samuel Spencer of the Southern Railway Co. 
bought to-day for $1,505,000 the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia Rallway system. 
The property will go into the reorganization 
of railway properties being made by Drexel, 


Morgan & Co. The only other bidder was 
Charles H. Coster of New York, who bid $1,- 
500,000, Dut this was understood. The sale 
will be confirmed on tbe lth and the South- 
ern Rallway Co, take charge on Aug. 1. 


UN NATURAL DEATHS, 


A Comparison Be'ween the Nations of 
Christendom in This Respsct. 
Written for the SuNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 


One of thetests of civilization very much 
used by thinkers nowadays is the ratio of 
violent, or rather, unnatural deaths. A 
collection of statistics bearing on this ques- 
tion is one of the necessary data upon which 


conclusions must be based, 

Taking account only of the nations of 
Christendom, we find that Denmark leads 
the world in the number of suicides. In that 
country 25 persons out of every 1000 annually 
kill themselves. Next comes Austria with 
21, followed by Switzerland with 20, France 
with 15, Germany with l4, Sweden with 8, 
Belgium with 7, England with 7, Hungary 
with 5, Scotland with 4, Italy with 8, Hol- 
land with 3, United states with 3, Russia 
with 2, Ireland with 1, and Spain with 1. 

In homicides Italy leads, with 294 out of 
every 10,000 deaths from all causes. pain 
comes next with 238, che United States with 
215, Switzerland with 188, lreland and Austria 
with 88 each, France an 1 Russia with 80 each, 
Sweden with 75, England with 72 and Ger- 
many with 64. 

It will be observed thatinthe countries in 
which suicides are least numerous homicides 
most extensively prevall. 

Accidentai deatis, ef course, depend 
largely upon the use of machinery and the 
progress of electricalinvention. The ratios 
are, out of 10,000 annual. deaths: England 
and Scotiand, 0: Ireland, 18; France, 15; 
Germany, 16; Russia, 6; Austria, O; Italy. 
5; Switgserland, 28; Spain, 7; Denmark, 12; 
United States, 40. the ratio of rallroad acci- 
dents is greatest In the United States, fol- 
lowed by Rassia, Italy, Spain, France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Engiand and Swiizerlana, 

In the matter of capital pantsument the 
United States shows tne larzest number of 
executions, but the statistics are of very 
} little sociological value, because while the 
Geath penalty prevails in nearly every State 
in the Union it has been abolished in many 
European countries. It should also be ro- 
membered that the proportion of foreign 
bern population is larger than in any other 
country. The correctnessof any conciusion 
from these figures also depends upon the 
correctness of the statistical data, which 
cannot be vouched forin any of the coun- 
tries named, particularly Russia.

He probably 
is naturally as Kind-hearted as other men 
butthe magic of great wealth has proved 
too much for his benevolence.

fuggestions About ths Summer Care of 

Winter Clothing. 

There are still, even ia this advanced day 
and generation, women who persist io 
making life hideous by motn balis,’’ cam- 
phor preparations and au sorts of evil- 
smelling preparatioas. In the fail they take 
out the woolem underciothes, the furs and 
overcoats, and their husbands and children 
zo about as social outcasts until the blessed 
air of winter has made their garments less

The proper wa is 
frst to wash them accordingto the best 
methods, drying them thoroughly in the sun 
and breeze, and then to mend, darn, sew on 
buttoas, tapes and bindings until each piece 
is in perfect condition.

wrapped in heavy cotton cloth, so that there 
is no 6 part of the woolen goods. 
Moths do not care for cotton and will not 
penetrate a cotton-wrap bundie. Or

Overcoats, cloth dresses and furs should be 
hung on the clothes-line in the sunlight, 
beaten and shaken thoroughly, wrap )ed in 
cotton and put away. A big store-room, 
light and airy, with deep, well-aired closets, 
is the proper place in which to store thins 
during the summer, Dark trunks in dar« 
closets are both inconvenient and unhealthy.
